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Primary ElectUa Kale*. 

Lawyer William H Parry of Newark 
baa proposed for publication and dis¬ 
tribution a synopsis of the primary 
election law which la of mucb benefit to 
election officers who may bare to pass 
on some problems raised by voter* not 
familiar wltb tbe new primary methods. 
The primary rules are as follows: 

Time—September 36. between 1 p. m. 
and 9 p.m. 

Place—Tbe place In each election dls- 
triet At which yoters are registered. 

Sales for yoters to obearre who deslrs 
to vote os primary day. 

To bo eligible to yoto at tbs primaries 
os Boptstaber 36 s yoter must conform 
with the following requirements: 

I. He most be s male oltlzec, 31 
jean old, not disqualified by reason of 
eonrtetlon of orlme, residing In tbs 
slectloo district In wblob be offers to 
yote, wbo will have resided In the State 
one year and In tbe county five months 
at tbe time of the general election In 
November. 

II. His name must appear on tbe. 
reslgtry list of his election district 
before he can vote at primaries. See 
below. 

A. If he lives In Newark or any other 
city with over 30,000 population: 

1. He muat either register In person 
on September 36, between the hours of 
1 p. u. sod 9 p. m.. that being tbe only 
registration day until after the prlmar. 
-«•; or, 

3. Hs may be registered on Septem¬ 
ber 36 by e lswful voter of tbe election 
district making s written affidavit that 
be te entitled to vote In that district. 
A separate affidavit la required for each 
pereon so registered, elgoed by tbp 
person m&klog the affidavit. 

B. If he does not live In Newark or 
some other city with over 30,000 popu¬ 
lation, be can not register on September 
25 just before be votes at tbe primary 
as heretofore. 

1. He may be registered by tbe 
bouse-to-house canvass made by bis 
local board of registry. This canvass 
Is msde on September 4 and must be 
completed by September 7; or, 

2. He may appear lu person before 
the Board of Beglstry on September 11, 
between tbe hours of 1 p. m. and 9 p. 
m., that being the laat chance for him 
to reglater for tbe primaries. 

3. His name may be added to tbe 
Hat on Septemter 11, on the affidavit In 
writing of some vot»r In the election 
district that be Is a legal voter ttereln. 
This must be signed and each affidavit 
must be separate. 

4. To vote st the Republican primary 
be must be a member of the Republican 
party. 

If challenged, be must swear that he 
Is a member of tbe Republican party, 
and. unless voting for the first timer he 
must swear that at tbe last election for 
members of tbe Areembly at which be 
voted that be voted for a majority of 
tbe candidates whose names were print¬ 
ed upon the Republican ticket and that 
be Intends to support tbe candidates of 
the Republican party at tbe ensuing 
election.

“ Tom " klasaon, editor of Life, wbo 
resides on* Ridgewood avenue, Glen 
Ridge, Is mourning tbe loss of bis 
dachshund Tannbauser, wblcb was 
killed Monday afternoon In front of hie 
home by a passing automobile. 

Mr. M&oson says that Ridgewood 
avenne Is used as a speedway by auto- 
moblltsta, and that be timed the 
machines that passed bis plaoe one day 
several weeks ago and found that tbe 
slowest oovered seventeen and tbe 
fastest forffy-two miles an hour. As his 
children are now out of sohool and pass 
part of tbslr time at play along tbe 
avenue, he made a bet with a neighbor 
that one Of bis youngsters would be 
killed before hls neighbors’ was. 

Monday ,Mr. Masson was taking a nap 
and was awakened by bis cbildieo cry¬ 
ing. “ I’re won," be shouted, as be 
made a rufch for tbe avenue. He says 
be was mvjob disappointed at tbe mis¬ 
take made. He feels sure that bad tbe 
automoblljet known that the dog was a 
direct descendant of tbe Klog of Saxony 
he would hav^chosen one of the chil¬ 
dren oo wblob to display bis skill 
Instead. Mr. Masson says tie children 
are also much disappointed, lor. under 
tbe peculiar working of the Frellng- 
buysen 1 «jW, they had been told they 
might be killed at any time. 

What ef the Future t 

The legkltty of tbe water main exten¬ 
sion contract that Chairman Green of 
the water commute has pushed through 
the Council is qusstloned. Tbe question 
aril«s, wtiat will happen If a new ad¬ 
ministration,' made up of new men, 
comes Into power, and with due reepect 
for the lair will not expend anything but 
the proflu of tbe water department for 
water mala extensions, ooe of the first 
moves will be to determine what the 
profits of tbe department are. 

That is a problem that the present 
water department apparently does not 
lotend to make slear. but Intends to 
take refuge behind tbe town treasurer. 
Certain figures have been given out that 
are variously described as profits, 
credits or bnlanoee. Tbe chairman of 
tbe water committee Bays he got tbe 
figures from the town treasurer, and It 
le obvious that it Is the Intention to 
make the town treasurer a scapegoat lo 
case of trouble. 

Tbe town treasurer has protested 
against the use msde of the figures 
furnished by him. He has positively de¬ 
clared tb it the figures were not profits, 
and be advised against entering Into a 
contract withoat first determining what 
tbe profits were and the treasurer 
offered bis services In making out a 
complete report of the water depart, 
ment’s fineness.

Third River Foliation Case. 

Vice-Chancel lor Pitney has filed an 
opinion lo the suit brought by the Morrij 
Canal aod Banking Company, theLeblgh 
Valley Railroad Company and Thomas 
Oakes A Oo. against the Diamond Mills 
Paper Company, to restrain It from dis¬ 
charging deleterious matter Into the 
eanal, In which ha bolds that "n«ne of 
the complainants are entitled to relief,” 
and advises that tbs bill be dismissed. 
The deoinlon Is the outcome of a perso¬ 
nal Inspection of the affected part of the 
canal made by the Vloe-Ohaooellor him¬ 
self last spring, which attracted much 
attention at tbe time. 

Tbe opinion recites, at tbe obtest, that 
tbe osse -'has a double aspect,"' lo that 
U Is charged lo the bill that the defend¬ 
ant paper company empties Into the 
canal certain solid matter, which seeu- 
oiulatea aod Is required to be occasion¬ 
ally removed by tbe canal company lit 
order to properly facilitate tbe operation 
of tbe waterway, and also charged the 
defendant with dlechargiog Into the 
canal certain waters bolding lime In so- 
lutlon, which lime Is of no Injury what* 
ever to tbe canal company, but which 
that company finds convenient to dis¬ 
charge Into Third river, through which 
the lime finds Its way Into the Oakes 
mill pond, tendering tbe water unfit for 
dyeing purposes. 

Upon complaint of the woolen com¬ 
pany to the canal company the latter, 
by way of defending Itself, oo November 
29, 1905, filed a bill against the paper 
company, and on the day set for hear¬ 
ing the woolen company wat admitted 
as a party complainant, taking tbs 
pleadings as they stood. 

With so much stated by way of pre¬ 
liminary, the opinion goes on: ”1 muat 
say that I think It a matter of regret 
that Oakaa A Oo. did not In the first In¬ 
stance die their bill against the oanal 
company, against wblob It la not Im¬ 
proper st this point to say that they 
eeem to have a perfect case." 

Then, after describing the operation, 
etc., of tbe canal, tbe opinion reads; 

“In the year 1858 the canal company, 
finding that It was able to divert from 
the Passaic river above Llltle Falls, 
without being prevented by tbe water 
power company of Paterson, more water 
tbaa It really needed for operating Ite 
canal from that point to tidewater, con¬ 
ceived tbe Idea of selling water power at 
Its Bloomfield plane, and In that year 
granted In perpetuity to ooe Uuangst the 
right to use what was called the ‘feed 
water' of tbe canal for an annual 
rental. « • • 

“By tbe terms or tbe graot all the 
water used must be returned Into the 
eanal at tbe foot of tne plane, and, In 
point of fact, that has been done by the 
several successions of paper mills which 
fot all these years bave occupied the 
location of the defendant's paper 
mill. * * • 

“WbeD tbe defendant company took 
possession It Immediately expeuded 
many thousands of dollars In repairs and 
additions to the mills necessary for tbe 
manufacture of Its peculiar product, 
white tissue paper. 

“This was done openly and under cir¬ 
cumstances which must have brought It 
to tbe kowiedge of tbe canal company 
and Its officers. That oompany was 
entirely familiar by many years' ex¬ 
perience. of a succession of paper mills, 
with the effeot of Its operations oo the 
operation of tbe canal. And If It had 
any objections to the operations of tbe 
mill at that point, It eeems to me It 
should have made them, and having 
stood by while these larger expenditures 
were being made It le cow estopped 
from asserting that any injury bae been 
done or Is belog done to It by tne de¬ 
fendant's operations." 

Professor Potter's Appoint ment 

Professor A. W. Potter, Pb. B., tbe 
new bead of the Susquehanna Collegiate 
Institute at Tawanda, Pa., arrived In 
that town Monday and Is actively at 
work preparing for tne opening of tbe 
sebool on September 17th. Mr. Potter 
comes to t.he school with a long and 
successful experience as so educator. 
For several years he waa a member of 
the faculty of tbe University of Michigan 
at Ann Harbor, sad subsequently for 
seven years superintendent of tbe publlo 
schools of Wilkes-Barre, Pa. Profeesor 
Potter expresses the determination to 
maintain a high grade collegiate institu¬ 
tion and the faculty wUl be strong and 
ample, three of the teachers selected 
belog college graduates. Miss Rae Pot¬ 
ter, {daughter of Professor Potter, will 

teach music and the eommerel&l 
branches. Professor Potter will be the 
instructor In mathematic. The 8. C. I. 
has a long and honored history and It is 
expected to renew Its usefulness under 
the new management, an already accom¬ 
plished tact U the public extend the sup¬ 
port it warrants.
